VOLTAIC ELECTRICITY. 


The following remarks, being the substance of a lecture delivered by 
Mr. 8 (who has devoted considerable attention to the subject), at 
the Mechanics’ Institution, Liverpool, will be read with interest :— 


Mr. Sruncee observed that, in taking on himself to deliver this lecture, he 
thought it might not be deemed uninteresting to give an account of what 
might, indeed, be t d anew branch of the sei of voltaic electricity, 

oae that had thrown much additional light on chemical philosophy, with 
the sister sciences of geology aod mineralogy ; he was the more induced to 
do this, as the subject not, as yet, been made the theme of public lectare. 

The discoveries of whieh he was about to treat might all be made with very 
little trouble, and at slight expense. 

At an carly period, it was knowa that iron would precipitate copper from 
its acid solution ; indeed, many metals partook of the quality of precipi- 
tating each other; but, in these cases, the metal was generally precipitated 
in the form of powder, or a brittle mass, which gave but faint hope of future 
usefulness. is phenomenon was caused by voltaic action, although it was 
long before this subtle agent was expected to be preseat. This discovery was 
made, thirty years ago, by Bucholz, a German. 

He took a glass tube, and baif filled it with a solution of sulphate of cop- 
per; over this he —_ poured distilled water, to which he added a few 
drops of sulphuric acid. From the different densities of the fluids, the aci 
dulated water remained superimposed over the cupreous solution. The tube 
being thus filled, he next took a slip of clean copper, the whole length of the 
tube, aud immersed it into the fluids, the prostrate end of it resting on the 
bottom of the glass vessel. After the | ofa few days, crystals of pure 
copper were formed on that end of the slip placed in the cupreous 42 
the other end being oxydised by the action of the acidulous water. This ex- 
periment at oace served to show the presence of an electric current, because 
the ends of the copper had played the part of positive aod negative poles to 
each other. 

The next experiment in order was a very beautiful one by Dr. Wollaston. 
The lecturer took a glass tube, on which he had tied a piece of bladder, te 
serve as & — bottom to one of its ends, in this he poured a solution of 
acetate of lead, and rested it on a plate of zinc. Ina few minutes the in- 
terior was full of crystals of metallic lead, caused by the reduction of the 
acetate by the voltaic action of the zinc exerted through the pores of the 
bladder diaphragm. 

The lecturer thea deseribed, by referring toa diagram, the action that 
takes place between two connected metals, of a different kind, as, whea cap- 
per and siac are introduced into an acidulated solution ; electricity, he said, 
was goacrated in the plate of zinc, and was conducted by the water to the 
copper plate, passed along the connecting wire to the zioc, and continued to 
circulate, ia the same manner, as iong as the zinc lasted, The lecturer next 
noticed the experiments of Mr, Fox, in the Cornish mines, who had sup 
— that the native copper, sometimes seen in a erystaltine form, on the 

jue aud grey carbonate of copper, was formed by some electric action. The 
deflection of the needles of galvanometers, piaced in different parts of the 
mines, indicated the presence of electricity. t. Fox, soen after, produced, 
by voltaic action, crystals of pure copper; and so much did they resembie 
those found in the mine that the workmen were unable to discover the dif- 
ference. Mr. Cross, of Broomfield, made the next ex ments, and suc- 
ceeded ia forming crystals of pure quartz, He had also succeeded, in the 
laboratory, by the ald of electricity, iq forming many other species of mi- 
nerals hitherto oaly known to exist in the bowels of the earth. Allusion was 
here made to the insects said to be found by Mr. Cross, in some of his expe- 
riments, although, ia the lecturer's opinion, the high probability was, they 
were not even called inte a state of active existence by the subtle agent (aor 
had Me. Cross said 80), much less formed by these means, their organization 
beiag so high ; yet, that gentleman had been, very un airly, made the sub- 
ject of attack, for only stating the appearances that had occurred to him to 
his experiments, without veaturiag a word as to the ageacy. Voltaic elec- 
tricity had been neat employed, by Mr. Fox, to explain a geological problem 
coun: cted with the production of slate. It was an axiom in the science, that 
all strata had beeo * in a horizontal position, aod by the action of 
water, but, wherever the horigontality was destroyed, it wae due to the me- 
chanical actioa of some upheaving or lateral force ; but, although most spe- 
clea of disrupted rocks might admit of this explanation, it failed to account 
for the manver ia which slate was formed, the lamination and the cleavage 
being alwaya at right angles to each other. This was explained by a dia 
gram, Mr, Fox thought this might be due to electric action. He thie 
to the test of experiment io a very simple ma » aad ded ia lami- 
wating clay, of which material slate is formed, by the action of weak voltaic 
electricity, generated by a single pair, This experiment the lecturer had re- 
peated himself, with success. The apparatus was here shown. I: had oc. 
curred to the lecturer, that many other ical problems might be solved 
ia « similar mananer, as it was invariably found, that the electric uid, if ua- 
obstructed, travetled lo right liaes, but, where obsteucted by « noa-conduct- 
ing body, it was deflected, the angie of deflection being always equal to the 
angle of \ncideace. He (the lecturer) accordingly put a number of pebbles 
lato wet clay, and an clectric current through the mass for a coasi- 
derable period of time, when he found that the clay had become laminated,

BALLYSIMON MARBLE—NEW HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT, 
— — 

It is now some weeks since we directed attention to the Limerick mar. 
ble, by the insertion of a letter from Mr. M. J. Staunton (the proprietor 
of the quarries), in which it was stated that he had offered to Government 
the marble on his estate gratis, but which offer was rejected. In arriving at 
this conclusion, we doubt not but that Mr. Barry, in giving a preference 
to the Balsover stone, conscientiously believed it to be the cheapest in 
the end, anc that it was the most preferable for the purpose, yet we are at 
a loss to imagine why the offer of Mr. Staunton should not have been 
availed of to a certain extent, and the Irish marble introduced, more es. 
pecially when so great a saving might be effected. Our attention is again 
called to the subject from the insertion of a letter in the John Bull of the 
3d inst., from Mr. Staunton, addressed to Mr. Charles Barry (the archi. 
tect for the New Houses of Parliament), the substance of which we pro- 
pose to lay before our readers, leaving them to determine in their ows 
minds that which appears pretty clear to us, viz., that there is such » 
thing as ‘ jobbing ’’ going on, for this is not the only instance where we 
have found that the public purse has been disregarded when private in- 
terests are concerned. 

It appears from the letter before us, that in March, 1839, Mr. Staun. 
ton tendered the free use of his marble quarries to Government for the 
erection of the New Houses of Parliament—the marble having been sub- 
mitted to Mr. Barry, was highly approved of by him, but was stated as 
being inapplicable for the proposed buildings on account of the expense 
of workmanship and its sombreness of appearance. These reasons, if 
founded on fact, were, doubtless, sufficient to justify Mr. Barry in re 
jecting the proffered marble. Mr. Staunton, however, does not admit 
the correctness of Mr. Barry’s judgment, and tv confirm the position 
he takes, proceeds to contrast the Ballysimon marble with the Bal. 
sover stone, and which, if he be correct, certainly involves a ques- 
tion—the agitation of which should not be confined to the press, buy 
should form subject of discussion in that assembly, which, whether as in- 
dividuals or representatives, must be supposed to be the most interested 
in the buildings now in course of erection. In the first place, Mr. 
Staunton states that the Balsover stone imbibes 3 per cent. of water, while 
the Ballysimon marole is impervious to wet ; but that which appears to 
us to be the most serious question, assuming that Mr. Staunton is cor.

of the latter. It appears from the evidence given by Mr. Barry, before 
a committee of the House of Commons, that the quantity of stone re« 
quired for the construction of the Houses of Parliament is 506,647 
cubic feet, which he estimates at 5s. per foot, or, in round figures, 
125,000/, Mr. Staunton asserts that the Ballysimon marble can be 
rendered at one shilling a foot, or 25,000/.—thus effecting a saving 
of 100,000/. This is so serious a question, that we cannot doubt 
but that the attention of Parliament will be directed to an inquiry into 

the subject—and which appears to have been partially entered into in the

THE TIN TRADE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THR MINING JOURNAL. 

Sia,—My attoation has been attracted by the recent articles in your 
Journal upon this subject. With the contest, ** Miner ©, Smelter,” I 
have nothing to do, but as you ask for contributions from any quarter, to 
assist in getting at all the facts, I will give you my “ mite,”’ 

I have large transactions in British and East India tin, chiefly for 
France ; the orders ia my hands at present for British tin are not incon. 
siderable, but I am afraid to execute them, the uncertainty being so great 
as to what may be the effect of the tricks of the “ smelters and tin job- 
bers ''—synonimous terme—upon prices. 

What I have experienced on more than one occasion I can tell you. 
I have purchased of a London house (smelters) a parcel of tin, deliverable 
at Rouen, say, for instance, twenty or thirty tons—the tin being here, and 
shipped immediately. Within a week or two afterwards that same house 
has sold a similar parcel, deliverable from Corowall at Rouen, within six 
weeks or two months, at M. per ton less; and aa the French metal dealera 
are very sensitive, and ensily alarmed, the first parcel has been repur. 
chased of the French purchaser, at a loss, to meet the *' time ba “ 
for the delivery of the second parcel, to some other dealer. 

I never understood exactly the working of these strange doings until 
your recent articles upon the subject, but I think I do uaderstand it now, 
It would be bad enough if the matter were only between the French and 
English dealers, because it paralyses the regular trade, and must operate 
prejadicially to the country which produces the article; but 1 see that the 
* tin jobber '’ ia worse than I thought he was, for not only does he play 
off his tricks upon bis French customer, but he works the producer of the 
black tin (the miner) much more grievously, Connect the transaction, 
for the sake of argument, with the sale at Redruth, as stated in r leat

that, upon the answer to these questions, depended the choice of the plan of 
working to be pursued ; upon the conclusion that the concern must go oa, 
the principle adopted has been, besides working the ores to which we have 
had access, to make all proper trials with a view to future discoveries, to 
preserve everything in proper order and repair, to improve pitwork aud ma. 
chinery, to secure and build up shafts and adits by masonry, timber, &c. ; on 
the contrary, if I could be ted in Juding that the undertaking must 
have a speedy termination, a system of working quite the reverse of that 
which I describe ought have been followed. In such a case, besides wor 
out the ores in sight with all dispatch, to suspend all tutwork uncoone 
with ie rising of ores, all repairs, and such economy might have been car. 
ried to its fullest extent, if I could have pursuaded myself that such po 
was proper, and it is certain that under such a system some profit w 
have been made, but what state should we be in at the present ? I conceive 
that now we should be winding up and closing the concern, economy such as 
this would be false, and perhaps fatal, and the coacern speedily lost, without 
a hope of its recovery. J. Rue,

France receives annually from Sicily about 300,000 metri- 
cal quintals of sulphur, which are chiefly employed in the manufactories of 
chemical products, which are destined, in their turn, to supply other branches 
of trade. Before the establishment of the monopoly the price of this 
mineral varied from iif. 96c. to 12f. the 100 kilogrammes, which a 
to about 3,600,000f, Since the existence of the monopoly, the price has 
risen to 27f. 50c., and it was the plen of the company to carry it to 30f., af 
which price the annual cost of importation and consumption ia France would 
be 9,000,000f., viz., 5,400,000f. more than before the existence of the fiscal 
combination which hrs excited the anger of England. It is, therefore, very 
evident that the trade of France has no interest in prolonging a state 
things which compels her to pay 9,000,000f. where she formerly paid only 
§,600,000f. It has been said in defence of the monopoly, that it tended, at 
least, to establish some arity in the prices, and protected the trade 
ainst the oscillations of fice competition. This argument is not deservi 
of coasideration. If it were good, we must apply it, not to ene branch 
trade only, but to all, and render all the operations of commerce subject te 
tariffs and fixed prices. Persons in trade are not to be led astray by suck 
theories. The sulphur monopoly bas been strenuously protested agaiost 
from various quarters, The manufacturers of Bouches .da-Rhéne, the Var, 
the Aisne, the Somme, the Seine, and the Scine-Inférieure, have fully compre 
hended that the increase io the price of raw maternal, however regular it may 
be, is a calamity opon the coesumer, who is taxed for a foreign interest or 
private speculation. The day when the sulphur mosopoly shall have ceased 
to exist will be a real triumph for the branches of industry which have ao ia- 
terest in this question, Far, therefore, from the manufacturing interests of 
France being on the side of the moaopoly, they are rather ia complicity #id 
those of England in the object which she is aiming at. Some very respect 
able French bankers have invested a large amount of capital in this affait, 
and their character of speculators must pot make us overlook their natiee- 
ality aod their legitimate interests. But this position is of iteclf sufficiently 
interesting without mizing up with it erromeous considerations, and sechiag 
to mislead public opinion by appeals to naticoal honour and national interes 
which are not involved in the way thatis represented. The French spet® 
lators who have engaged themselves in the monopoly, and entered into 4 
rivws and bead Ade contract, which they have obtained only by great sacth 
fees, will not fed themselves forgotten or immolated in the arrangement 
which may be made ; but it is essential that they should not exaggrrate tht 
bearings of the question, or seek to confound private with public interest.

up the money oly, leaving the question of indemaity to be settled, aod that 
the export daty will be reduced to 15 caries (6f.
